the other.

twenty, that was its leral value. 


The deputy assistant treasurer of 


the United States, v.-ho is stationed In 
the New York sabtreasr.ry. \vas speak- 
ing of these freaks the other day and 
said he had only seen one of them in 
his life, although he had heard of sev- 
eral. 
Very rarely they have slipped 


through the bureau of eujrriivlijg and 
printing despite a careful scrutiny by 
three or four sets of Inspectors. 
In 


most cases they have been national 
banknotes, which, like regular treasury 
notes, are printed at the bureau in 
Washington. 
The f.-ce value always 


is recognized \vhen the freaks come to 
be cashed in at any branch of the 
treasury, and the imprint on the back 
has no lawful status \vhateTier- 


"Tho notes are printed 5« sheets at 


the bureau,'' said the official. "Usual- 
ly there will bo one twenty nud two 
tens on a sheet. They are printed one 
side at a time, so it can be seen that 
the printer in turning over the sheet 
might get it upside down and thu*. put 
s ten dollar back on the twenty dollar 
note, or twenty on the back of one of 
the tens." 


In the bureau are women who are 


supposed to examine all the bills care- 
fully, but occasionally they neglect 
to look at both sides as scrutinizingly 
as they should, ffnd so the money goes 
out Into circulation. When errors are 
discovered, th" misprinted sheet is laid 
aside to He destroyed. It cannot be 
torn np at once, for every sheet has to 
be accounted for. Alter a good deal 
of r<'d tape, it is ground up into pulp. 


Most of the freak bills which have 


been issued in the past have found 
their way luu-k to the treasury, there 
to be destroyed. It is thought that lesa 
than a dozen are now scattered about, 
mii--t of tin in :Ti the 1-uids of curi'> 
hunters. The otlicial s;ud tlutt no ef- 
fort to coll("'t them had been madt- by 
the government und that the treasury 
department did not consider the circu- 
lation of the few notes a matter of 
nny consequence, inasmuch as there 
w:i^ no doubt about the values ns in- 
dicated on tlio face.—New York Time"..

"The most remarkable lamp in this 


section of the country," said a man 
who cruises a great deal along the 
coast to the New Orleans Times-Dem- 
ocrat, "is to be found in the water area 
between Lake ttorgne and Mississippi 
sound in a lonely, desolate, isolated 
spot, where the fall of human feet and 
the dip of, oars are heard only four 
times a year.

of Bay St. Louis and is a little south 
of Chinchuba. It stands away out in 
the marsh, but can be seen from the 
Louisville and Nashville railroad.

H EN R^ CLAY-AS AN ACTOR. 


How the} Great Lawyer "Won a Hope- 


ieasi- Case. 


An.oldtond welljkno-rai traveler, -who 


has recently settlted in .'Chicago, while 
coming intfrom Pewee* valley the other 
afternoon Wold an interesting story 
about ;Henry^Clay. the great Kentucky 
statesman. i.The story teller in his 
youth lived, in«Mr. Glay'stdistrict dur- 
ing the-time\Tv£ien Henry^Clay -was at 
bis primeias aQawyer. 


"A man -wag once being tried for 


murder," sajd the narrator, "and his 
case looked ihopeless • indeed. He had 
without any*seeming provocation mur- 
dered* one of his neighbors in cold 
blood.. Not a lawyer in the county 
would (.touch'the case. It looked bad 
enough'• to u-uin the reputation of any 
barrister. 


"The manias a last extremity ap- 


pealed to Mr.'lClaytoitake the case for 
"him. 
Every one thought that Clay 


would certainly refuse, but when the 
celebrated feiwyer loojked into the mat- 
ter his fighting blood; was roused, nnd, 
to the great^sirrprisofof all, he accept- 
ed. 


"Then came<a trialythe like of which 


I have neveri seen. Clay slowly car- 
ried on the case, and it looked more 
and more hopeless. The only ground 
of defense the prisoner had was that 
the murdered man had looked at him 
with such n fierce, murderous look that 
out of self' defense-he had (struck first. 
A ripple passed through' the jury at 
this evidence. 


"The time came tfor Clay to make his 


defense. 
Ic was settled in the minds 


of the spectators that the man was 
guilty of murder Uu thejlirst degree. 
Clay calmly proceeded, laid all the 
proof before them^in hisimasterly way, 
then, just as he' was about to con- 
clude, he played i his last and master 
card. 
" 'Gentlemen of the jury.' he said, 


assuming the fiercest, blackest look 
and carrying the most undying hatred 
in it that I have ever seen, 'gentlemen, 
if a man should look at you like this 
what would you do?' 


"That was all he said,,but that was 


enough. 
The jury was startled, arid 


some even quailed on their seats. The 
judge moved uneasily on his bench. 
After fifteen minutes the jury filed 
sjlowly back with a "Xot guilty, your 
honor.' The victory was complete. 


"When Clay was congratulated on 


his easy victory, he said: 


" 'It was not so easy as you/think. I 


spent days and days iu my/room be- 
fore the mirror practicing that look. 
It took more hard work to give that 
look than to investigate'the most ob- 
tuse case.' "—Louisville Courier-Jour- 
nal.

SAW THE WHITE MOOSE. 


Boston Sportsman Will Try to Shoot 


the Monarch of Maine Woods. 


A recent special from Bangor says: 


M. A. Gushing, of Boston, has seen a 
white moose. 


White deer have been occasionally 


seen in the Maine woods at rare inter- 
vals during the past fifty years, but 
up to the present time a white .moose 
has never been heard of. Mr. Gushing 
ran across one in the tangled spruce 
thickets in the vicinity of ChairbacK- 
Mountain, near Kathadin Iron Works, 
a few days ago. 
The moose was a 


full-grown bull, and in color it was a 
dusty white. 


Mr. Gushing, an ardent lover of the 


Maine woods, was in Bangor last week 
on his return home from his annual 
outing in the woods, and during his 
stay in this city told the story of his 
curious adventure. 


"I've been up on Big Houston pond 


for a number of weeks past,'' said 
Mr. Gushing, "and when I first arrived 
there I commenced to hear stories of a 
white moose which 'was said to have 
been seen not many miles from that 
loca'.ity. I laughed at these stories at 
first, and thought that they had origi- 
nated in the mind if some imaginative 
woodsman, for there is nothing that 
most of them delight in so much 
as 


getting a man from the city on the end 
of a good-sized rope. 


"At last I determined to go out and 


look for myself and see if I could dis- 
cover him.

Ithout 
having seen anything, and, 
sitting 


down, I made ready to eat my lunch, 
when suddenly 1 saw something. 


"First I heard the undergrowth to 


the left commence to rustle, and then 
imagine my surprise when it parted 
and one of the strangest sights I ever 
saw in my life was in fuil view. 


"The white moose, for it was noth- 


ing else, was a full grown bull, and 
was one of the largest that I have 
ever seen. He was dusty white in 
color every where save under tho 
chin, which was a dirty browwn. The
